The  year  has  been  a healthy  one  and.  the  district  relatively 
fro  e fr  om  3 if  e cti  ous  ci  i sea  so  • 

The  Council  inaugurated  a scheme  for  the  iamuni  nation  of 
children  under  8 years  of  age  against  diphtheria.  Children 
treated  in  this  manner  not  only  receive  individual  protection  but 
as  a group  form  a barrier  to  infection.

Eighteen  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  burin*,  ti  e year 
enabling  an  equivalent  number  of  families  to  move  out  of 
Insanitary  and  overcro *&«•.,  conditions. 

Ten  unfit  houses  wore  demolished  and  there  still  remains  a 
pressing  need  for  further  Council  h uses.

There  were  64  deaths  of  people  ordinarily  resident  In  this 
district  as  compered  with  69  during  1937.  The  d eath  rate  for 
the  year  was  12.8.  or  purposes  of  compar  son  the  recorded 
death  rate  should  be  multiplied  by  the  ccmparibility  factor  which 
for  this  district  is  0.78  to  give  a corrected  ueat  rate  of  10.0. 
The  corrected  death  rate  is  the  rate  which  would  have  occurred  had 
the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  district  been  the  same  as  that 
of  the  country  as  a whole.  The  correctec  figure  of  10.0  compares 
favourably  with  11.6  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

There  was  no  excessive  mortal! ty  frem  any  one  cause.  Ten  deaths, 
were  due  to  cancer  but  this  is  to  be  expected  in  a population  which 
includes  a relatively  high  proportion  of  elderly  people. 


iiIRTB  HATE. 

There  were  65  births  as  compared  with  81  last  year. 
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rate  was  only  12.  c eom pared  with  15.1  for  the  cou  try  as  a whole. 
The  district  is  relatively  a iall  and  s li  :ht  deviations  make  the 
rate  fluctuate  so  that  the  rate  in  this  area  should  be  studied  over 
a number  of  years  to  arrive  at  a true  picture.  Last  year  the 
Charlton  Kings  rate  was  considerably  above  the  national  rate . 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Only  three  infants  died  before  peaching  the  age  of  one  year. 

Thus  the  inf  anti  tie  ortality  rate  was  46  compared  with  the  n*tional 
figure  of  66.

From  the  residents  point  of  view  the  arrangement  is 
excellent  but  the  Council  may  now  enter  into  an  agree  en 
with  the  Association.

The  districts  quota  under  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
scheme  for  sampling  of  water  and  sewage  is  ten  samples.

Ttie re  are  same  226  houses  which  are  not  connected  to  a piped 
supply*  Alt  ough  some  of  these  houses  are  outlying  Farms  &.  Cottages 
tiie  majority  are  small  houses  in  the  congested  part  of  the  district 
which  depend  upon  Pumps . Generally  speaking  these  1 ells  are  badly 
sited.  & inadequately  propected  against  contamination*  In  a number 
of  cases  the  owners  were  requested  to  connect  to  the  public  supply* 

There  were  46  view  connections  with  the  public  supply. 

(2)  Sewerage  & .drainage , - nearly  the  whole  of  the  area  is  connected 
to  the  Cheltenham  Corporation  se  erage  system. 

Extensions  of  sewers  took  place  in  hoorend  Hoad,  100  yards, 
Chariton  Park  gate  150  yards  and  Avenue  state  40  yards.

A eel  eie  for  linmuni  ing  children  under  8 years  of  age  was  started 
during  the  year.  The  treatment  was  carried  cut  n the  Infant 
Schools  and  a series  of  t ree  injections  given  (Burroughs  Wellcome 
& Co.  Flocculis).  57  or  approximately  25/  of  the  children  in 

the  Infant  Schools  were  t rente*.. 

Alt  oug  tve  parents  of  the  pre-school  children  were  approached 
they  uld  not  avail  themselves  of  the  scheme.
